(2) The former Rumanian Army had been equipped 
with long-barreled 10 5**rani Sphneidor-Creuzot 
guns end motorized heavy 150»mm Skoda howitzers . 
model M 34* ft is considered possible that these 
weapons may still be used in the Runarxian Army; 
this assumption is borne out to a certain extent 
by a report of August 194? stating that a number 
of guns , including lOS-mm Schneider guns 9 were 
dispatched from Gibiu to Turnu Sever ln« 

(5) Elements of a border guard regiment were repeatedly 
reported to b© in Turnu Sever in* The information 
on the regiment *s designation Is - contradictory 
however* 
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(4) The 9th Arty Regt has been repeatedly identl- 
fied In Craiova since late 1948, but it was not 
until recently thais the regiment was corf iraed 

as being subordinate to tha 2d Inf Dlv.

However 3 the numerical designation 
18 of the new artillery regiment is doubted because 
an 18th Arty Regt Is already know 'as a component 
unit of tha 9th Inf I->iv. 

(7) Irobably light 100-inm Skoda howitzers, models 
M 14, ti 30 and M 34, which were used in the former 
Rumanian Army. The information on the armament. of 
the 8th 15 tz Arty Regt and the 9th Arty Regt indi- 
cates that some elements of the Rumanian artillery 
have not yet been equipped with new soviet weapons. 
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
